Yester- 
day all laundries refused to take dirty 
cicthing. Hotels had to set up wash- 
tubs in the cellars. It will be the fash- 
ion to turn up one’s coat collar, or 
wear a sweater. The wash ladies de- 
mand more money and shorter hours. 
The telephone girls have organized 
against the protests of the company, 
and will strike next month. The 
United Railroads is almost sure to 
have another strike in a month. The 
co.ductors purposely neglect to collect 
alout one-third of the fares, and show 
they are looking for trouble. Strikes 
in a dozen trades are threatened.

people the principal and interest on the 
certificates amounted to more than 


32. 000,000. 

The amendments were bitterly 
fought at both elections 
that the certificates were issued to pay 
for supplies, eto. purchased at outra- 
geous figures, and it is claimed now 
that the real value of the goods pur- 
chased with the certificates and in- 
terest to date will be covered if the 
face value of the certificates are paid.

“Many lessons of unspeakable com- 
iort and enduring hope flow from this 
surpassing event. The resurrection of 
Jesus Christ has been tested and tried. 
Atheism ‘in every age has leveled its 
most powerful weapons against it: un- 
believing philosophers have hurled their 
most potent arguments against it, but 
still it stands untouched, unharmed. 

“In the general view of that time, 
death was the synonym of absolute ex- 
tinction, Greek, Roman and Jewish 
Saducee associated it with the idea 
of utter and irreparable loss. But it is 
ours to sing a new song. Death for 
us is not absolute; it is even now de- 
stroyed. When we fold the still hands 
of a loved one upon his pulseless breast 
and close in dreamless slumber his 
lusterless eyes, we can confinedtly say 
as was said of St. Stephen of old: ‘He 
fell on sleep.’ 

“The grave, then, is but a sleeping 
place for the mortal frame and Para- 
dise a resting place for the redeemed 
soul until the resurrection day. The 
rest of the faithful departed is ‘not the 
rest of a stone, cold and lifeless,’ but 
of wearied humanity, alive unto God, 
and in the nursing care of His unsleep- 
ing and infinitely tender love. .

floated here. But the newspapers in} 


reporting the floating of new concerns 
can only give the organization of the 
company, names of officers and direc- 
tors, location of property as stated 
by the promoters and the conditions 
as outlined by them, except ia unusual 
cases when testimony of outsiders is 
available. It should be understood 
that this is all that is intended in 
news reports of organization and the 
only course for intending investors is 
to investigate location, title, manage- 
ment, capitalization and other details. 
There are some stock concerns 
floated which bear plainly the ear- 
marks of fraud or gross mismanage- 
ment at the start, generally the for- 


mer. Take, for instance, the case ot. 


the Todd Copper Company, the five- 
million-dollar corporation whose mix- 
up, resulting in the discovery that it 
had no assets of any kind, has just 
come out. This concern, capitalized 
at $5,000,000, offered stock at $5 per 
thousand or just half a cent a share. 
Some 300,000 shares were sold, which 
would yield a revenue of $1500 with 
which to work: One can readily see 
what it would be necessary to place 


to get any sum sufficient to work in 


this way, even if the company had 


dividends on such a capitalization. 
The Union Oil Company, for instance, 
with all its immense holdings, is only 
capitalized for $10,000,000. 

Safe it is to say that no man with 
a property guffgiently developed and 
showing enough ore to justify a capi- 
talization of five millions need sell his 
stock at such a preposterously low fig- 
ure. Substantial companies do not bid 
for the five and ten-dollar pieces. 
They go for men and means with big 
capital. In one case in a thousand a 
company of this kind stumbles into a 
goog thing. perhaps, and that is made 
the basis for approaching more suck- 
ers with plausible arguments.

But suddenly it is discovered 
that their dollars were for the most 
part easy dollars. They were hypo- 
crites and whited sepuichers. 

It is bad enough to find the thief in 
places where we look for thieves. 
When a saloonkeeper or a roustabout 
is elected to a public office and turns 
out bad ft is no more than the public 
might Maye expected. But when a 
man who bas been pointed out as an 
example of civic and private virtue is 
caught red-handed with his pockets 
filled with easy dollars the public con- 
science is pained and the public mor- 
als. are outraged. When a thing like 
that happens people begin to think 
that our whole system of civilization 
is a shém and a fraud. For this rea- 
son the big thieves are the ones who 
must be most strictly dealt with.

Likely to Cause the Relocation of the 
National Cash Register 
Works. 


Dayton, O., owes a large part of its 
prosperity to the loéation there of the 
National Cash Register works, which 


give employment to more than a thous- 
and hands, among them being 600 wom- 
en. The management has been 80 lib- 
eral to its employés that wages and 
conditions of labor have been absolute- 
ly better than any union has demand- 
ed. Nevertheless a short time ago 
the company fell into trouble with one 
ef the unions and shut down for six 
weeks. The shop is now again in op- 


eration, but is being threatened by 
Samuel Gompers with bei put on the 
unfair Ust if certain st ng printers 
are not reinstated and the printing 
department reunionized. 

In this controversy the eople of 
Dayton did not uphold the nds of 


the company in its controversy -with 
the union, because of the indisposition 


that prevails in so many communities 


and which allows unionism to ride 


rough-shod over all the interests that 


rake for the best of e 


per- 
sen in the community. The result is 


that other localities have made fiatter- 


ing offers to secure the location of the 
cash register works, and these offers 
have already made such an impression 


upon the company that at a recent 
public meeting, attended by about 


three thousand of the business men of 


Dayton, they were told by the presi- 


dent of the company to prepare for 
the removal of the company from Day- 


ton. 
The removal of the works of such an 


enterprise means an enormous expense 


to the company and a great upheaval 


in the industrial interests of the local- 


ity that is left. No community can 
afford it, and yet it is a condition that 
is likely to come to any one that al- 
lows unionism to dictate conditions.

Street Department, and is not, as it 
properly should be, figured as part of 
the cost of lighting the city. Water 
worth $18,000 a year is furnished to the 
electric department in return for light 
used by the water department, which 
light, according to estimate ofthe City 
ectrician, is worth $3000 a year. In 
that way the electric light is further 
undercharged in cost to the extent of 
$16,000 a year for water alone. These 
figures are given by Arthur Williams 
in report on “Municipal Ownership” 
to National Electric Light Associa- 
tion at Denver, in the summer of 1905.
